DPear Biri—As you alrondy kunow, Monday lnst
wab a day of violence and murder, resulting in
the estublishmoent of martinl law in New Orleans,
The press of the elty and all those interested
will endeavor to muake the Constitutionnl Cone-
vention responsible for the dizturbance; but |
assure you that o feir and impartial investiog
tion of the whole matter, which General Baird
is determined to make, will relieve it from any
connection therewith, except ns o party wan-
1only assailed,

The spiiit of the Rebellion was and st is
here, and imprudent persons on both gides only
afforded u presext for its learful and predeter-
mined outbreal.

The Convention was called to order o few
minmes alter 12 o'clock on Monday, 20th July,
A866. Prayer wus otfered by the Rey. J, W, Hor-
fon, of the Baptist Choreh. The roll was called,
some thirty members only being prescent, The
Bergeant-nt-Arms wis directed to bmng in the
absent members, and & recess of one hour wis
tuken, from 12°90 1o 1°30 P, M.

By this time the crowd in and saround the build-
img,consisting principally of colored parsons, had
Pecome quite large, and « procession of freed-
men passing along the adjoining sireet wus the
Immediate occasion tor the outbreak, which
soon became an indigeriminate slaughter of
